It would he comforting to k iK)W that we 
really have the Soviet Communists boxed m 
and perfectly stalem ated. Unhappily it isn’t 
so Their overt aggre.ssions are largely halted, 
but they continuously devise ihsidious new 
techniques of subversion. 


One of the things they apj)ear to have 
learned lately is that if you cannot dcleaf 
n 
man you can .sometimes m ak e him at least a 
partial captive. 
The case of U N. Secretary 
General Dag Ham m arsk jö ld is an e.xample. 


The Hus.Nians failed in their persistent etfort 
to unseat Hanim arsk juld in the U.N, But they 
have rai.scd so much fuss about him that he 
mu.st now bend over back wards to avoid giv­ 
ing the Reds am munition 
for their charge 
that he has acted in the 
Congo in an un­ 
neutral m anner. 


To illu.strate. H ajeshwar Dayal ot India, the 
secretary general’s ¡-» ersonal representative in 
the Congo, is considered to be hostile to any 
Western inHuence in that area and to he op­ 
posed to the U N -endorsed Kasa^ubu govern­ 
ment Ham m nrsk jold evidently feels ¡lowcrlcss 
to try to correct the situation 


Implicit in all their recent Congo m aneu­ 
ver'; is a device the Communists seem to he 
using with increasing effectivenesj. 


They begin by lending some k ind of tllegal, 
subversive assistance to Red elem ents in a 
troubled land lik e the Congo or Lao.s. Nat­ 
urally. W estern nation.s respond in an effort 
to protect their own interests 
Wisely, however, they generally resort fo 
the U N. They m ay selfishly hope that it.s 
action coincides with their interests. Hut in 
theory at least the U N is thought to be the 
genuine protector of the sm aller countries. 
At thi.s point the Kremlin jumps in and 
dem ands “ neutrality” in all actions affecting 
(he troubled area But it is quick ly discovered 
that neutrality to them means that all other«

Truth Donied to American Piihlit

WASHINGTON — Sometimes it’s difficult 
e\en for a new President of the United States 
to get acTOss the truth. Uor m an’s memory i.s 
snort and the m ass metha of Madison Avenue 
have bt'come so sk illed that they can almost 
convtni e the .\me!'i« 'an people that lung cancer 
i.s good for them. 
In brief it’s now much 
easier to prove -\bc Lincoln wrong, you can 
fool all the people for about eight years. 


Never in my years oi covering Wa.‘;hington 
has there been such a prolonged and deliherate 
attempt to suppress the truth as during the 
last eight years. 


To illustrate let's look back over a rela­ 
tively short vi.-aa of time to Oct, 4, 19 57, 
We can al! pretty well rem em ber that on that 
date Ru.ssia astounded the world by launching 
the first Sputnik into outer space. 
The reaction is not so easy to rem em ber. 
“ The adm inistration is not interested in serv­ 
ing a high -core in an outer space bask etball 
gam e," "oothcd .Assistant President Sherman 
Adams. 
“ Nobody is going to drop anything 
down on you from a satellite so don't worry 
about it,” reassured Secretary of Defense 
Charlie Wilson. 
“ The real danger of Sputnik 
i.s that some too eager people may demand 
hasty and sensational action regardless of 
c o s t," cautioned Secretary of the Treasury 
Humphrey. 
Four years have now passed. A.s of today, 
19 61. Russia has launched a satellite of five 
tons, we have launched one of less than one 
ton 
But the confusing barrage of Madison 
Avenue propaganda is such that you would 
think the pennant which hit the moon had 
been pul there not by the Soviets but by the 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Suppression of 
Fact 
Let’s look at another short vista—not four 
years, but four m onths—a vista even easier 
to remember.

Just pick up your newspajier 
and consider it. Almost every day, 
there is a feature which the net­ 
works would term a documentary 
and generally there are four or 
five such features. 
Every news story in your news­ 
paper is. in effect, a documentary. 
After all, what is meant by “doeu- 
mentaiy.’” The dictionary defini­ 
tion is: “ Of the nature of, or con­ 
sisting in. documents” Admitted­ 
ly. the word has tome to mean 
more than that on TV. It apparent­ 
ly now refers to any program 
other than entertainment. 
There is an encouraging ten­ 
dency for more of this kind of 
programming and it i.s a healthy 
tendency. Programs such as CBS 
Reports, the NBC White Pafier 
and ABC’s Close-U|i!, plus others 
of the same strifie, are ordinarily 
very well done, saying things that 
need to he said and contributing 
immensely to the viewers’ pleas­ 
ure and education. 
I want it to Ik‘ made very clear 
that the point of this story is not 
criticism of documentaries. On th« 
contrary, they sliould be encour­ 
aged. 
But I also feel, quite strongly, 
that the networks are only doing 
what they should have been doing 
all along. And, consequently, th« 
praise they merit should he ad­ 
ministered with restraint.

The .seco nd repo rt (1854) o f hi.s 
five repo rts o n the Misso u ri geo ­ 
lo gical su rvey is co nsidered his 
principal wo rk. He also pu blished 
an au thentic acco u nt o f Misso u ri 
mineral depo sits and a physical 
geo graphy o f the State. As a re­ 
su lt o f his repo rts, the m ineral 
fields o f So u thwest Misso u ri and 
the co al fields o f No rthwest Mit- 
so u ri were develo ped.

fo r his co ntribu tlo nu to geo lo gical 
science.

sity o f Misao u ri in 1873, and a 
granite bo u lder Inscribed in his 
ho no r was dedicated in 1928 in 
Co lu mbia.
